Other papers requiring stamps are 


conveyances of real estate, power of 
attorney to sell property, bonds of 
indemnity, and so on. 
The recorder 


has issued a circular in which he 
gives the following information:

left for record in his office. 
There 


are several kinds of papers embrac- 
ed under the law and which must j 
have stamps attached before they can j 
be accepted by the recorder. Among! 
others are 
marriage licenses, upon j 


which war tax stamps must be affix- • 
ed and a small fee be charged for the I 
same by the recorder. 


Other papers requiring stamps are 


conveyances of real estate, power of 
attorney to sell property, bonds of 
indemnity, and so on. 
The recorder 


has issued a circular in which he 
gives the following information: 


Section 12 provides, that no instru- 


ment, paper or document required by' 
law to be stamped, which has been 
signet! or issued 
without being duly 


.stamped or with a deficient 
stamp, 


nor any copy thereof, shall ,be record- 
ed until a legal stamp or stamps de- 
noted in the amount of tax shall have 
been affixed thereto as prescribed by 
law.
